•J'HiS  «A:5AHJSKB  CHURCH  in  POCAHONTAS 
Th#  ^axarone  church  in  thin  county  had  it6  beginning 
at  noodrow.  There  was  some  confusion  in  the  tie th odist  church 
at  that  place  and  some  ox  the  people  wrote  to  Kentucky  for 
the  nazarenes  to  send  ther.  a  preacher.  They  sent  liiss  nlsle 
tiartin  ana  idles  itose  Dewitt  who  held  a  revival  in  an  old 
farm  house.  After  .the  revival  closed,  supt.  J.  W.  Montgomery 
.  t:ame  to  noodrow  and  received  fifteen  members  into  the  church, 
nut  for  about  two  years  they  continued  to  use  the  old  farm 
house  a:?  a  place  or  worship,  hut  under  the  pastorate  of  uiss 
Ruth  Coleman,  their  first  pastor,  the  old  school  house  web 
bought  and  converted  into  a  church,  ne cords  show  that  this 
school  house  had  been  sold  by  the  board  of  education  to 
F.  Li.  White  and  Klla  White  on  uov.  20,  1925,  who  in  turn  sold 
it  to  -Lloyd  vanHeenan.  Then  on  xiov.  27,  1925,  -Lloyd  and 
-Leanna  vanHeenan  sold  it  to  the  church  of  the  Hasarenee  lor 
*200.  cash  in  hand,  it  v.-as  made  inti  a  church  and  was  dedicated 
in  1926.  This  church  is  nor  free  or  debt,  but  there  is  only 
a  very  small  class  of  members.  The  dedicatory  sermon  was 
preached  by  one  of  their  preachers  from  Kentucky.

Summers  lialford,  J«  Arbogast,  Sareh  Arbogast,  Mary  ArbogEst 
and  -L.  Fowler,  borne  of  these  have  died  and  some  ha' e  moved 
awry.  Vhat  fen  members  remain  in  the  or.urch  are  loyal  to  their 
beliefs  and  see  that  there  Are  services  every  Sunday. 


'i  ie  Uarllnton  flazareno  church  was  organized  by 
preachers  irom  the  Woodrow  church  and  since  that  time  they 
,la'9  *  *’e0!1  served  by  the  same  pastor,  rie  preaches  at 

kurlinton  In  the  forenoon,  at  Woodrow  in  the  afternoon  and 
back  to  Uarlinton  for  night  services.

Prank  Uazarene  church 

The  church  at  Prank  had  its  beginning  with  a  Prayer 
xsand  who  held  cottage  prayer  meetings.  This  band  had  been 
organized  by  aev.  n.  W.  llurphey  of  the  marlinton  church,  who 
came  to  Prank  and  held  a  revival*,  in  August  of  1930. 

Por  six  years  the  home  of  Ur.  and  lire.  Janes  Horton 
was  used  as  a  place  of  worship.  They  had  bought  the  old  school 
house  and  had  not  yet  partitioned  it  into  rooms,  60  they  had 


a  large  room  well  suited  to  accomnodate  the  crowd.  They  would
